Of 
course this implies that he is ‘progressive.’ 
The word ‘progressive’ has been used to rep- 
resent a great many different things, so 
many’ in fact that it is a mere symbol 
meaning a different thing to almost every 
person who it. To the republican it 
means one thing, to the democrat another, 
and to ‘the progressives and maybe others an 
entirely different thing. In this particular 
case I do not know precisely what it does 
mean, because those making the charge 
against Professor Slaton do not furnish the 
definition.

In the cotton exchange members Nave been 
pointing this week to the record-breaking 
movement of cotton, and have used the inci- 
dent to prove the soundness of their view 
that business is rapidly recovering. In the 
produce exchange members have been point- 
ing to the extraordinary movement of wheat 
and grain and to the certainty that this 
movement will be continued until the surplus 
is exhausted, using the incident to establish 
the reasonableness of their belief that busi- 
ness conditions cannot fail to improve. 

On the other hand, some apprehension 
felt lest the new aggressive movement of the 
(jerman undersea boats may greatly imperil 
our foreign commerce, since much the larger 
part of our exports are carried in British 
ships. That apprehension was made visible 
bs somewhat erratic or unsteady market 
for foreign exchange. Another effect of this 
apprehension to which attention was called 
the financial district is the probability, 
at least possibility, that it may be fol- 
lowed by a considerable increase of the vol- 
ume of American securities sold by English 
and Furopean investors. These a 
nicture forth the curious and, as somehave 
said, paradoxical conditions which now char- 
acterize commerce, finance and: the business 
situation. From one point of view, the prom- 
of great things is exceedingly bright. 
from another point of view, there is little, 
if any, promise of improvement. Yet the 
creat underlying currents seem to be stead- 
ily but surely moving. in the-direction of 
business expansion, and upon healthy lines. 

It was observed that in the testimony this 
week of Mr. J. P. Morgan before the federal 
commission on industrial relations occurred 
a significant statement. Mr. Morgan was 
asked what was his opinion of the social 
and industrial unrest now alleged to prevail. 
In reply, he said: “What do you mean by 
unrest? If vou mean the present industrial 
condition, I shoulda say that the unrest will 
decrease as conditions get better, and they 
are getting better.” 

™m this laconic statement Mr. Morgan, for 
the first time, expressed for publication an 
opinion which his friends say he has held 
for some time. It is an opinion which he is 
understood to share with one at least of his 
New York partners, Mr. H. P. Davison. Yet, 
on the other hand, the head of the Philadel- 
phia Morgan house, E. T. Stotesbury, was 
willing to say for publication a day or two 
azo that conditions seem to him bad, and 
that he could see no promise of immediate 
iinprovement. 

This apparent difference in view which 
distinguishes men who should be competent 
to judge and who are in close business asso- 
ciation one of the best illustrations of a 
somewhat chaotic state of mind which char- 
acterizes American business men.

The Eager Buyine of Grain. 

Another chapter in the history of the Ku 
ropean from the American point view 
will describe the extraordinary movement of 
and the great in price.
